DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

CLAIMS 

In claim 1, Lines 26 and 35, "A = Mg, Ca, Sr. Ba, Zn" has been changed to "A=Mg, Ca, 
Sr, Ba, Zn". The period after the element Sr has been changed to a coma. 

In claim 1, Line 46, "D' = Ti, Zr, HF, Sn, Ge, Si, Nb, Ta, and" has been changed to a D' = 
Ti, Zr, Hf, Sn, Ge, Si, Nb, Ta, and". The element HF should now be written as Hf. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 allowed. 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
that the electric lamp has a coating consisting of the inorganic colored pigments described by the 
formulas in the claims. 

Regarding claims 2-7, claims 2-7 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 . 
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Regarding claim 8, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 8, and specifically comprising the limitation 
that the electric lamp has a coating consisting of the inorganic colored pigments described by the 
formulas in the claims and a white pigment. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, filed 6/1/04, with respect to claim 8 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 8 has been withdrawn.
